Cup, whatever name you 
like. 

Regrettably they will 
play only one match in 
Australia, in Melbourne, 


next Wednesday 
evening. 
However, thanks to 


Channel O; Sydney fans 
will see the game on TV 
— and other centres may 
get the video a bit later. 

Nacional is one of the 
giants of the tiny 
Republic of Uruguay, 
‘once, long before the 
days of military juntas, 
referred to as the “Swit 
zerland of South 
America.” 

The other club is Club 
Atletico Penarol which, 
having been founded in 
1891, can claim to be 
eight years older than 
Nacional. 

Since 1901, these two 
have dominated 
Uruguayan soccer to an 
unprecendented degree, 
winning every cham- 
pionship title between 
them except eight. 

The small Montevideo 
club of Defensor won in 
1976 — but you have to 
go back to 1931 to find 
another champion (Wan- 
derers) not provided by 
either Nacional or 
Penarol... 

Nacional was founded 
by native Uruguayans, 
not = migrants, — and 
quickly adopted its name 
from a sailing club, Club 
Nacional de Regatas. For 
its club colors they 
picked red, white and 
blue — those of General 
Jose Artigo, hero of 
Uruguay's ‘independen- 
ce.

Their second great 
-]side was born in the 
1930s, known 
throughout Latin 
America as “la maquina” 
(the machine), winning 
the first two champion- 
ships: in. the newly 
established professional 
league, in 1933 and 1934. 


In 1902 Nacional won 


swept this tiny country - 


Towards the end of the 
1930s, helped by the 
Argentinian Atilio Gar- 
cia, they again shaded 
Penarol, winning five 
successive titles up to 
1943. 

Jose Santamaria, the 
blond, rugged centre 
half, heralded Nacional’s 
next epic era in the 
1950s. 

Later, after the 1954 
World Cup finals (where 
Uruguay finished fourth), 
Santamaria “relocated” 
to Spain to win new fame 
and considerable fortune 
with Real Madrid. Today 
he is the manager of 
Spain's national side. 

Nacional made its 
Copa Libertadores debut 
in 1962 (South America’s 
answer to the European 
Cup) but lost in the 
semifinals to Penarol. 

In 1964 they lost in the 
final to Independiente of 
Buenos Aires and three 
years later, again in the 
final, to Racing of 
Buenos Aires. 

Similar fate was meted 
out in 1969 when 
Nacional went down 
again in the final, this 
time to Argentina's 
Estudiantes de la Plata. 

However, in 1971 — 
triumph at last: they beat 
Estudiantes 2-0 in a play- 
off, after being tied in the 
first two matches. 

This qualified 
Nacional to play in the 
unofficial club world 
championship final 
Intercontinental Cup — 
against the Greek 
Panathinaikos, Europe's 
runners-up as the actual 
winners, Ajax of Amster- 
dam, haughtily declined 
to take part. 

Nacional struggled to

Just what sort of a scrapheap is Australia in the 
view of some people? 

Last week a Sydney newspaper quoted Can- 
berra president Theo Moulis saying tha: their 
newly signed Dutch player, Johan Masse (or 
Mass!?) would be a “gift for national coach Rudi 
Gutendorf.” 

Said Moulis, according to this story: 

“I think Gutendort may be interested in Massl."" 

Then the caretul reader also found out these 
additional facts: 

* Massl (or Masse?), 25, is a Dutch national, 
with an Australian wite; 

* He “walked in” toa Canberra training session 
a few weeks ago and was promptly signed. 

* Heis now back in Holland but will return to 
Canberra shortly; 

* He was signed on a free-transfer; 

© Heis(at the same time...) “Canberra's major 
off-season "buy; (Buy? Do you buy things for free 
nowadays?) 

" * Mass! (or Masse?) hasn't played for nine mon- 
ths. 

Some gitt... 

THAT is what Theo Moulis recommends for the 
Australian national team. 

Are we ail nuts in Australian soccer? Do we 
have to quote, let alone take seriously, the arrant 
nonsense of some club presidents, such as Theo 
Moulis? 

Are we so hopelessly, maddeningly inferior that 
a fellow, semi-retired, from a second division Dut- 
ch club, ona free transfer, should be considered, 
ever so fleetingly, for the Socceroos? 

Good luck to Canberra with their free “buy”; 
let's hope Masse (Mass/?) will be a tremendous 
asset to their team. 

But Theo Moulis and his ilk should be restrained 
from bringing soccer into ridicule, if not disrepute 
with such hairbrained ideas. 


While in this happily angered mood: what the 
heck is going on around the Socceroo team again 
(or still)? 

Last week the ASF appointed Les Scheintlug 
assistant national coach (fulltime). 

This, in itself, is strange after hearing Les’ sor- 
did comments on the 1980 world tour. 

But let it go: a man has to live. Obviously Les 
has changed his mind. 

Now we hear that Joe Viasits will be an adviser 
to the youth team (coached by Gutendorf and 
Scheintiug) and — wait for it — Rudi wants to 
enlist Tommy Docherty as a further adviser. 

Are we going to have a coaching committee? 

We do recall the “lovely old days" (say 1969) 
when the Australian World Cup team travelled to 
Seoul with a part-time and wretchedly underpaid 
coach (Viasits) and no assistant — yet won the 
tournament. 

We also recall Rudi's idea of 1979 and 1980 that 
he will work alone, relying on the occasional help 
and guidance of State coaches. 

Whatever happened to that scheme? 

And why does he need an assistant and two ad- 
visers? 

The World Cup is Rudi's baby. If he takes the 
Socceroos to Spain, he will bask in the reflected 
glory; it he fails, he will follow Jimmy Shoulder to 
the guillotine. It’s as simple as that, 

‘One man should accept the responsibility 
especially if he is given unprecedented facilities, 
conditions and salary to carry out his job. 

The Socceroos will play one more match before 
the Anzac Day battle in Auckland and will spend 
about eight days in camp in two sections — does 
it require two fulltime coaches? 

The Docherty idea is not only nonsensical but 
insulting, too; it looks like the desperate clutching 
of the most tender straws in the pending storm. 

What advice can Docherty give Gutendorf? He 
doesn't know the players and teams — and hasn't 
even seen a single competitive PSL match. 

Sure, they can have a discourse on the theories 
of soccer — but is that practical help? 

Sydney — and our other main cities — have half 
a dozen coaches infinitely more familiar with our 
strengths and weaknesses than Docherty, incom- 
parably better qualified to brief Gutendorf on

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players, if it's briefing he wants. 

Then there is Frank Arok, of St.George, 
probably the most brilliant and best qualified 
coach now in Australia — including Docherty and 
Gutendor! — whose knowledge of the game here 
and overseas as well as his stunning soccer brain 
is known only to those who have bothered to talk 
to him. 

But Docherty as an adviser? 

Don't make me laugh. Can you imagine one of 
our coaches visiting Britain and then being roped 
in by Ron Greenwood to help prepare the England 
team for the World Cup matches? 


Ail the fuss about Eddie Krncevic going or not 
allowed to go to Zagreb Dinamo... 

First: | find it hard to believe — no disrespect to 
Eddie — that Dinamo is serious about it. 

Their fluent, short-passing style is not Eddie's 
cup of tea or even slivovic. 

But let's assume that Dinamo really wants him, 
the boy is prepared to go and Marconi are ready to 
transfer him — who's to stop him?

The problems of both teams are quite serious 
but can and will be rectified in the next few weeks.

The Germans, for one, never dared take this 
drastic step: Breitner, Beckenbauer, Bonhol, 
Stielike, Neumann, Schuster and others did go to 
play abroad, many of them just before World Cup 
commitments.

The solution is not to physically restrain the 
players from going anywhere they like — but to 
make it attractive enough for them to want to stay 
home.
